FULLS DEAD WHILE 


AT WOJJKJII FIELD 


Steve Finney of Carthage Collapses 


While Helping With Threshing 


Near Occident 


INJURED FOUR WEEKS AGO 


Contributory Cause May Have Been 


Injuries Received When Crushed 


by a Truck 


Steve Finney, a resident of Car- 


thage for 20 years, and a well 
known laborer of that place, fell 
over dead Wednesday afternoon on 
the Elmer Ellison farm, a quarter 
of a mile west of Occident, death 
/being attributed to a blood clot on 
the 'brain. 


Dr. .1. M. Lee, 
county 
coroner, 


•was summoned and is investigating 
the death. He stated today that it 
wis his opinion that the blood <-lot 
was the cause of the death. 


Contributory <-ause of death might 


be {raced to an accident which Mr.. 
Finney suffered four weeks ago to- 
day at Carthage, 
when 
he was 


crushed .by a" truck from Anderson, 
and was pinned by the truck against 
a wall of a building in Carthage. 


The truck was backing over the 


sidewalk, when he was struck by it, 
and pushed against the wall, several 
ribs on his left side being broken. 
He had not iftilly recovered from the 
effects of the accident, it was said. 


He was employed as a 
harvest 


hand with a threshing crew, and 


. Wednesday afternoon the outfit was 


(preparing to thresh on the Elmer 
Ellison farm. He had set blocks un- 
der one wheel of the 
engine, and 


was raising an axe to drive in a 
il.-lock for the other wheel, when lie 
collapsed'. He was dead "when fel- 
low workmen reached his side. 


He was believed to be a.bout 58 


years of age, and had been in Car- 
thage for 20 years, 
coming there 


from Chariot! esville. He had 
been 


""married,' Irat leaves no

family, having lived alone in Car- 
thage.

$3,137.38, going to Rushvillc schools. 


The total distributed amounted to 


$10,816.68,' of which $716.41 
was 


congressional interest tax and $10,- 
100.27 common school fund. 


The" last named amount was re- 


ceived from the state in the 
semi- 


annual distribution of school taxes, 
out of #22,918.44 which Rush couiir 
ty collected as school taxes, and sent 
to the state in the June settlement. 


Rush county always suffers in the 


school tax distribution because 
of 


the wealth here. The law is such 
that the 
wealthier 
counties help 


support t;he schools , of 
the 
poor 


•counties. 


The draw on Rush county, how- 


ever, was heavier than usual, 
be- 


cause less than half- the sum.paid 
•by Rush county people was returned 
here for distribution. 


The congressional interest' tax is 


not sent to the state but is distribut- 
ed locally by range lines. 


The per capita by which
